• requesting that residential building management cease any wash downs on rooftops - the roof drains flow directly into the 
roadway 

• encouraging the public not to enter any of the areas cordoned off by tape - the expanded pedestrian areas - so that the 
crews can do their work and the treatment fully cures

This Saturday, there will be street closures for 2 events. 

The first and largest is the Grand Park 4th of July Celebration. This will involve the closure of all the streets around the Grand 
Park on Saturday. These closures will begin on Friday July 3rd after rush hour traffic. The attached map indicates the closure hours for 
each street. 

Grand Park will have a fenced perimeter for this event and security will conduct bag checks for those entering. Gates for that event will 
open at 3 PM 

The second event is an Immigration March on Saturday. This group is in opposition to the Federal Injunction stopping President 
Obama's Immigration Policy. They have obtained a Police Commission Street Closure Permit to march from Olympic and Broadway to 
the Federal Courthouse at 312 N Spring Street. 

The group will assemble on Broadway south of Olympic between 10 AM and 11 AM. At 11 AM they will begin marching northbound on 
Broadway to 3rd Street. Due to the above Grand Park closures, they will turn eastbound on 3rd Street to Los Angeles Street. At Los 
Angeles Street they will turn north to Temple Street, then back westbound to Spring Street. At Spring Street they will turn northbound 
at stop at the Federal Courthouse (312 N Spring Street). They have a permit to rally at that location until 4 PM. The length of the rally 
will likely depend upon the size of the crowd. 

The organizer for this event has indicated he expects 20,000 persons. There have been 2 similar protest marches in the past 6 months. 
Each has drawn approximately 120 persons. Additionally there is not a lot of activity regarding this event on social media sites. 

LAPD will conduct the street closures. Depending on the size of the crowd, they may be a short term full closure or a rolling closure. 
Either way, the closures will likely be between 11 AM and 12:30 PM. The closure in front of the Courthouse is permitted until 4 PM.
